The following message was re- 
ceived from the Mayor, which was 
read and laid on the table: 
Mayor's Office, 

Frankfort, Ky., June 28th, 1892. 
To the Board of Cutincilmen of the 

City of Frankfort: 

Gentlemen: I deem it my duty 
to call the attention of the council 
to that provision of the contract be- 
tween the city and the gas company 
with reference to the price of gas to 
private consumers for the term of 
five years beginning with July 1st, 
1892, and ending July 1st, 1897. 

The city and the g;us company are 
mutually interested in the strict ful- 
fillment of this contract, and the 
citizens are deeply interested in 
cheap lights. You will observe by 
reference to the contract that the 
price of gas to private consumers in 
this city for the next Hvt .wars la 
regulated by the average of prices 
in cities and towns of this State of 
the same and less population than 
that of the city of Frankfort, on July 
lBt of this year.
